and extends the full width of the predella. Its rich folds 
give to the altar a dignity and beauty which greatly 
add to its character as a devotional focus.

The Bishop’s Page 


If vacation is going to be spent 
Summer Reading fishing it is not possible to do very 
much in the way of reading, nor 
can one combine a large amount of it with mountain- 
eering and other kinds of sports. But there are many 
of us who for many reasons will have to give a good 
deal of vacation time to reading. It is especially to 
them that I write. | 
One of our great mistakes is the notion that reading 
for recreation must be what we call “light reading.” 
We have an idea that detective stories and the latest 
modern novels are about the only things that are con- 
gruous with real rest. That is not at all true. There are 
unquestionably times when it is not only right but 
most desirable that we should read these things which 
require no mental effort, or only the effort to beat the 
world-renowned detective in discovering the murderer. 
But on the whole one finds that such literature palls 
after a little and that reading to give one real rest and 
recreation ought to include novels of the finer type, old 
novels, classics that we read when children and have 
mostly forgotten, poetry that is of more permanent 
quality than the selections in the back of the “Literary 
Digest,” essays, history and biography. Unless we have 
a basis of solid reading of this kind our time is likely 
to be pretty much wasted and our mind not really re- 
freshed but simply let down. 


All of which, as is clear to anyone who has taken the 
trouble to read so far, is leading me to the point of 
these paragraphs. That point is that we ought to in- 
clude in our summer reading something which has 
direct bearing upon our religious life. We need devo- 
tional help; we need great increase of knowledge of 
what religion means and of the history and standards 
of our own Church. We need the inspiration that 
comes from an attempt to understand better the mean- 
ing of our religion in its relation to the problems of 
daily life. If we can add to our reading something vital 
about our faith, or rather if we can put something 
vital about our faith at the very basis of our reading,

we shall come back from vacation more refreshed 
than ever, feeling braced in a deep and fine way for 
the work that lies before us. 


Of course, one asks at once suggestions about books. 
As I have said more than once in this column, such 
suggestions will naturally come from one’s rector and 
through other contacts of that kind. I have, however, 
two books in mind as being well worth while. Some of 
the laity know what all the clergy know that, follow- 
ing the example of the Book of the Month Club and 
the Literary Guild, there was organized what is called 
the Religious Book Club. This club sends out to its 
members each month a new book in the general field 
of religion. Many thousand ministers of various com- 
munions subscribe to it. The committee which chooses 
the books is a distinguished group of leaders in re- 
ligion. Our own Church is represented by the Rev. Dr. 
Howard Robbins. All of the books are presumably 
chosen with the thought of the needs of the clergy but 
there are very few of them which would not appeal to 
the intelligent layman. The last two are especially 
such. Rufus Jones’ new book, “A Preface to Christian 
Faith in a New Age,” is the first of these. Dr. Jones, as 
is well known, is one of the most distinguished writers 
in America on religion. He is professor at Haverford 
College and a leader among the Friends. This book, 
which is in a sense the result of conferences and cor- 
respondence with many other religious leaders, is an 
admirable compendium of the problems which face 
us today and an admirable suggestion of the way 
toward a constructive presentation of our faith. 


Rufus Jones is a Quaker. The Roman Catholics 
stand for an interpretation of Christianity just about 
as far from that of the Quakers as it is possible to get. 
The book which follows Dr. Jones’ is by the Abbe 
Dimnet, whose “Art of Thinking” made quite a stir a 
few years ago. It is called “What We Live By” and 
discusses the wider and deeper interests of life espe- 
cially in reference to the ancient classical categories of 
the true, the beautiful and the good. These two books 
would make for any one of us an admirable pair for 
our reading. 


And while I speak of the Religious Book Club it 
might be worth while for me to make the suggestion 
that there may be some of the laity who would like to 
subscribe to the club for their rectors. A considerable 
number of the clergy of our Diocese do subscribe. 
Others get the books through two or three small club 
groups which we keep going but there are certainly 
many who would welcome the books if it were not for 
the expense attached.

The trip to the East, of which I 
Personal Again wrote in anticipation a month ago, 

has been completed and I am glad to 
be safely back in California again. At the Church Mis- 
sions House in New York I found much hopefulness 
about this year. The Whitsunday offering, not quite 
all reported when I was there, will probably reach the 
required amount. The Committee of the House of 
Bishops, of which Bishop Lawrence was chairman, has 
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made a thorough study of the whole work of the Na- 
tional Council. Its report has strengthened the con- 
fidence of the Church and will assist the National 
Council in further economies. 


The two Commission meetings held in New York 
accomplished their objects. At Cambridge I had the 
privilege of preaching the sermon at the ordination of 
the deacons graduating at the Theological School, and 
of ordaining the Rev. E. R. L. Jones, a candidate from 
this Diocese. The following day I preached the com- 
mencement sermon at the school and attended the va- 
rious exercises, meeting many old friends. I preached 
on Sunday at Cornwall, Connecticut; had a few days 
for “family affairs,’ and was fortunate coming west 
to have cool weather all the way.

Just to give them greater emphasis, may 
Three Dates [I put in my column a further reminder 
of three important dates. 

For the Diocese: The Asilomar Conference, July 23- 
30. This is a great opportunity which I hope will be 
utilized by more people of the Diocese than ever be- 
fore. 

For the Laymen: The Laymen’s Conference at 
Menlo Park School over the Labor Day holidays in 
September, the best possible time to get fully informed 
and inspired about the Church’s Program. 

For the Clergy: The Clergy Conference at the Cathe- 
dral, September 14 and 15; the regular meeting of the 
clergy for the discussion of diocesan problems and 
policies. 


Vicarage Fund of True Sunshine Mission

The House of Churchwomen’s Chinese Vicarage 
Committee takes pleasure in reporting that results—- 
to June 23—of efforts to reduce a mortgage of $700 
with interest at 7 per cent on the residence of the Rev. 
Daniel Wu, the added top floor of True Sunshine Mis- 
sion completed in 1928. The necessary improvement 
has added greatly to the comfort of Mr. and Mrs. Wu 
and their growing children, making the whole main 
floor available for the working plant and chapel of the 
mission. 

The committee has in four years reduced this mort- 
gage from $3850 to $700 by giving teas, bridge par- 
ties and a dramatic reading, largely calling upon San 
Francisco friends. This year it was felt that the assist- 
ance of the Diocese should be enlisted. The committee 
made its appeal by mailing small bags to the various 
Church Guild-Auxiliaries and individuals requesting a 
penny for each birthday. The request was worded: 
“When interest lags we send out bags; pray drop your 
pennies in. Your years—how many? Each year—a 
penny. Give thanks and so shall we.” 

The time has come for the committee to give thanks, 
most heartily. The response has been generous, as al- 
ways, and it is felt that more will come in from Guilds, 
Auxiliaries, other groups and individuals when month- 


ly meetings re-open in the early autumn—the appeal 


having been too late forsome organizations to respond 
last spring. 

The total received to June 23 is $274.05 from 205 
individual donors and 16 Guild-Auxiliaries, represent- 
ing many outlying parishes and missions—a constitu- 
ency not before reached. Replies came from King City, 
Santa Cruz, Carmel, Pacific Grove, Watsonville, Red- 
wood City, Los Altos, Los Gatos, Paso Robles, Center- 
ville, Belmont, Burlingame, San Mateo, Menlo, Rich- 
mond, Martinez, San Leandro, Alameda, Berkeley, 
Oakland, San Francisco, Inverness, Ross, San Rafael, 
Belvedere, Tiburon, a Girls’ Friendly Society branch 
and Church friends in Los Angeles, Seattle and Des 
Moines, Iowa. 

Gifts so well distributed mean that no large burden 
was imposed upon anyone, though several large sub- 
scriptions exceeded many times the usual span of 
man’s years. Long life to each and all the donors and 
many thanks for all the gifts are hereby acknowledged. 
It is not possible to reply individually, with vacation 
days at hand. A local bank has checked up all sums 
deposited and vouches for accuracy of the account.

The men will be housed in the attractive new dormi- 
tory which, together with the club room, affords every 
convenience. Privileges of gymnasium, outdoor swim- 
ming pool, the tennis courts and the golf course are 
placed at the disposal of those attending. The meals 
are under the direction of the school chef. The pro- 
gram includes opportunities for fellowship, worship, 
education and recreation. The only cost for the entire 
weekend is $4 per person. There will be accommoda- 
tions for seventy-five men. Each man must bring his 
own blankets and bedding. It is hoped that vestrymen 
and representatives from all parishes and missions 
will be present. 

Last year the men were enthusiastic over the fine 
time and excellent program. Many came somewhat 
hesitant as to the nature of the conference, thinking 
they were going to get too big a dose of information 
and religion. Instead they went away delighted and 
inspired and realized what a help the conference is to 
the Church in the Diocese. 

This year many of the men are going to bring their 
sons and the program will include items of special 
interest to the younger group. 

Details of the program will be published in the 
August issue of The Pacific Churchman. Meanwhile, 
mark the date on your calendar—September 3-5. 

Say a good word about it to the men of your parish 
and urge their attendance.

In September of this year Christ Church, Alameda, 
will celebrate its sixtieth anniversary. A fitting ob- 
servance is being arranged within the parish and we 
have been advised that the Diocese of California 
shares our joy and 
would be interested in a 
few of the facts and 
features of the three- 
score years of our age. 
As far as years go our 
age is not much to 
boast about if one were 
to compare it with 
some of the long-lived 
parishes of England or 
even of the eastern sea- 
board. Yet everything is 
relative. I have a strong 
recollection how com- 
paratively modern the 
relics of ancient Rome 
seemed after arriving in 
the Eternal City directly from a short sojourn in 
Egypt, where we had been rubbing shoulders with an 
antiquity of from four to six thousand years. How- 
ever, a mere sixty years is a respectable age for a 
parish of the Episcopal Church in California. We are 
old enough to have traditions and treasured memories 
of sainted men and women who have woven their 
virtues into the fabric of our enterprise. 

To dip back into the beginning for a bit we beg to 
acknowledge the paternity of the Church of the Advent 
in East Oakland. As far back as 1868 the Rev. D. Ellis 
Willis of that parish began the work in Alameda in 
orthodox fashion by establishing a Sunday School. 
This effort developed and the next step was the infor-

Christ Church officially came into existence. In that 
year the first Church building was erected on the 
corner now occupied by the city hall of Alameda. The 
consecration was given a certain eclat by the presence 
of the boy choir of the 
Church of the Advent, 
San Francisco. Bishop 
Kip, of course, was 
present and a _ large 
number of well-wish- 
ers. 

The next few years 
in “the little old church 
on Oak street” loom 
large as happy days in 
the memory of those |@ 
with whom I have talk- 
ed. The enthusiasm of 
a new enterprise, the 
sense of laying founda- 
tions and the fellowship 
of Christian work ce- | 
mented hearts together 
in the closest of bonds. 
One must say in all 
truth that more than the love of God was born in the 
hearts of the worshippers in those days. Many human 
romances had their inception in the little old church. 
Here it was that the Rev. Charles Miel fell in love with 
the girl who later became Mrs. Miel. 

It is too bad that Mr. Miel is not with us. He was 
so full of the funny incidents of those vears and as a 
raconteur I have yet to hear his equal. He told one 
amusing story of how Mrs. Miel’s parrot escaped one 
Sunday morning and found refuge in the rafters of 
the church building, apparently without anyone being 
aware of it. When the

ber 28, 1872, that 


later. This idea sim- 
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mered in the minds of the parishioners for some years, 
as is the wont of all congregations, and eventually a 
new lot was acquired for the purpose. The old church 
building was moved and placed on a corner of the lot 
at the present location. In this building the congrega- 
tion worshipped while the new church was being built. 


The church, which is the present one, was designed 
by Coxhead & Coxhead and through all the subsequent 
years has won many admirers by its quiet, Old World 
charm. Its architectural style is early English and is 
such a one as might be found in any town or village 
in England. Its mantle of ivy seems further to suggest 
the similarity. To show the affection that people in any 
church may have for the building itself as well as the 
things it stands for, let me tell what happened a week 
ago. A man stopped after service Sunday evening to 
say that it was the first time in thirty years he had 
been inside a church for service. “But,” he continued, 
“it is not quite so bad as it sounds. Several years ago I 
came here to the church, plucked off two leaves from 
this ivy out of pure sentiment for this church and 
what it had done for me long ago. I carried those 
leaves on my person until they crumbled away.” 


The other elements of the working plant were added 
from time to time as necessity dictated and funds per- 
mitted, first the parish hall, then the guild hall and 
finally the gymnasium. The rectory, situated next to 

ye parish house, was atquired by purchase a few 
years ago and remodeled to serve its present purpose. 

Two parochial missions, the Ward Memorial Mis- 
sion at the east end of the city and the Randolph 
Memorial Mission at the west end, were established 
over ‘twenty-five years ago, primarily to take care of 
the children and young people in these sections. Fine 
buildings house the work which is still carried on in 
these neighborhoods. The Ward Mission is a new and 
especially attractive building particularly designed for 
work of this character. 

Christ Church has been served by several interesting 
and outstanding rectors. In 1880 the Rev. William 
Danks, an Englishman, came to California and greatly 
stimulated the whole life of the parish by his strong 
personality, physical vigor and fine preaching. In two 
years he returned to England, becoming canon of 
Ripon Cathedral and an outstanding leader in English 
ecclesiastical life. 

The Rev. Alfred Perkins lives on in the affection of 
a good many people, although it is thirty-seven years 
since he relinquished the reins, after a fourteen-year 
rectorship. That is a form of immortality highly desir- 
able. It appears that he had an inventive brain as well, 
conceiving and patenting a refrigerating device for 
freight cars which was of great assistance to the trans- 
portation companies in marketing California fruits in 
the East. 

Dr. Thomas L. Lacy, at present rector of the Church 
of the Redeemer in Brooklyn, was the leader of the 
parish for five years from 1897 on and did splendid 
work, especially among the young people. He was 
succeeded by the colorful and dynamic Dr. William 
Norman Guthrie, now of St. Mark’s in the Bouwerie, 


New York City. His literary genius and fine intellect 
commanded a large following, both within and outside 
the parish. 

The saintly Rev. Edward Dodds, after a brief rector- 
ship of a year, died at his post and was followed by 
the Rev. E. W. Couper, late archdeacon of the Diocese 
of Minnesota. Mr. Couper labored assiduously and won 
a great affection from his congregation in the eight 
years he served the parish. So, as in the church at 
Corinth, “Paul planted; Apollos watered; God gave the 
increase.” 

Christ Church today is not unique in either its work 
or its problems. It is an average and typical parish of 
our American Church. It numbers among its members 
many devoted and sincere Christians, men and women 
for whom religion is the supreme reality of their ex- 
perience. Dean Inge believes that the one essential 
feature of a virile Christian Chruch is in its remaining 
“a voluntary association of enthusiastic believers.” We 
are fortunate in having the enthusiasm of personal 
faith among us and the earnest co-operation of many 
loyal workers where service is rendered in harmony 
and good-will. Practically no distinction of rank or 
class enters into the work to destroy the happy “fel- 
lowship of Christian minds.” This is due largely to the 
consecrated leadership and Christly vision of those 
who are directing the guilds and societies, the sum of 
whose activities make up the “life” of the parish. 


The emphasis of the work of the parish is on the 
educational program, particularly among the children 
and young people. The Church School has just closed 
its season with a membership of approximately 600, 
of whom about 50 are teachers. About 100 of these are 
taken care of by the two parochial missions. The work 
among the young people, especially the Young Peo- 
ple’s League, is under the direction of Morton French, 
a student of the Divinity School. Our endeavor has 
been more and more to make our program vigorous 
and attractive enough to keep the young people close 
to the Church and Church School, so as to hold them 
through the later ’teen age, that period of defection 
which is the bane of all religious educators. The young 
people’s corporate communion, held once a month and 
followed by breakfast, is a spiritual asset. 


A cross section of the normal activities of the parish 
may best be shown by supplying the figures from the 
last report to the Bishop. The organizations are as fol- 
lows: The Parish Workers, 125 members; Altar Guild, 
26; Woman’s Auxiliary, 36; Daughters of the King, 22; 
Girls Friendly Society, 46; Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
14; Boy Scouts and Cubs, 42; Young People’s League, 
35. There are four other young people’s organizations, 
including a Servers Guild. A feature of the men’s work 
is the annual dinner sponsored by the vestry and the 
brotherhood, which was attended last time by 150 men 
of the parish. The number in the last confirmation 
class was 48 and the number of communicants re- 
ported was 775. A monthly magazine, “The Parish 
Messenger,” is published regularly and sent to every 
family. 

On the staff of the parish are the rector, Rev, Henry 
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H. Shires; parish secretary, Mrs. rlorence Souther; 
and Morton French. 


The people of the parish care greatly for the church 
building as God’s house and as a vehicle for a reverent 
worship. In the past year a beautiful reredos has been 
added to complete the sanctuary, the organ has been 
greatly enlarged and an inspiring painting by Arthur 
Mathews of Christ as the Fisher of Men has been in- 
stalled. They also care greatly for the work of the 
Diocese and the general Church, as they have pledged 
more for this extension work this year than ever be- 
fore. 


The future of the Church in Alameda is promising. 
Alameda as a city bids fair to retain its present char- 
acter as a residential community for a great many 
vears to come. In the normal course of events the 
strength of the good confirmation classes of the last 
few years ought to make itself felt in a rather substan- 
tial development.

The Rev. Charles E. Fritz, recently ordained to the 
priesthood, has accepted the appointment as vicar of 
St. Stephen’s Church, Gilroy, and enters upon his new 
work during July. Mr. Fritz is a graduate of our 
Church Divinity School and has been assistant at Trin- 
ity Church, San Francisco. He is an able successor to 
the Rev. Sydney Thomas who ,with his family, did 
excellent work at St. Stephen’s and won the esteem of 
the entire community. Mr. Thomas, who has retired 
on a disability pension for deafness, is available for 
occasional supply duty.

The Crozier—An Emblem of Unity 
By Rev. W. M. Bours, Bishop’s Chaplain 


November 5, 1919, marks a day of dual rejoicing 
in the history of the Diocese of California. Repre- 
senting the high esteem in which the late Bishop 
William Ford Nichols was held by his people as well 
as by his fellow citizens in California, the late Arch- 
deacon John A. Emory, D. D., was instrumental in 
securing for Dr. Nichols the magnificent crozier 
which was, on behalf of the Diocese, presented to 
him and his successors in office by the late Rev. 
Frank H. Church, the then secretary of the Diocesan 
Convention. That presentation on the memorable 
occasion of the consecration of the present Diocesan, 
the Rt. Rev. Dr. Edward Lambe Parsons, was pro- 
phetic of the predominance in his own episcopate, by 
inheritance and in his own right, of the blessedness 
of Christian unity. The warmth of that regard, in 
which his fellow clergy have ever held him was, on 
the day of his consecration, betokened in the 
presentation, by the writer, in their behalf, to Dr. 
Parsons of an episcopal ring. 

A recent enrichment of the silver and gold crozier 
was made by Mrs. Clara Quintard Nichols, to whom 
the late Bishop in his dedication as dean of the 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, of his book en- 
titled “Apt and Meet,” refers, as ““To her dearest by 
my side—ever my ideal helpmeet for the ministry.” 

On the day of his consecration by the late Bishop 
John Williams as assistant to California’s first Epis- 
copal Bishop, Dr. William I. Kip, the vestry and 
people of St. James Parish, Philadelphia, gave a 
beautiful golden watchfob to their beloved rector, 
Dr. William F. Nichols. That ornate piece of jewelry 
consisted of four embossed circlets including in their 
respective ornamentation the trefoil, a symbol of the 
Holy Trinity; a rose at the intersection of the arms 
of a Greek cross—‘“the rose of Sharon,” the Saviour 
of the world; the episcopal keys and the symbols of 
St. James, with a pendant miter set with an ame- 
thyst. 

The crozier, or shepherd’s crook, is the symbol of 
the bishop’s office as chief pastor of his flock. Its use 
is significant of loyalty to the leadership of the Good 
Shepherd. The outlook in the Gospel portrayal of the 
pastoral office—as the very providence in Divine 
Love—-is toward the sharing in the ministry of the 
Good Shepherd to the limits of sacrifice, for the uni- 
fication of mankind. “Other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they 
shall hear my voice; and there shall he one fold, and 
one Shepherd.”

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NEWS OF THE PROVINCE OF THE PACIFIC

Diocese of Olympia 


A new building for the Japanese Mission of St. 
Peter’s, in the White River Valley, Diocese of Olympia, 
is in the course of erection. There will be a spacious 
parish hall, with screened chancel to be opened at serv- 
ice time, and class rooms for various purposes. 


Years ago a Japanese houseboy working in the home 
of the Rev. R. J. Arney in the White River Valley, asked 
whether he and some other Japanese boys might not 
have a Bible class and the boy who asked for it is the 
Rev. Gennosuki Shoji, now priest in charge of the 
work. The Japanese farmers turned out in great force 
for the ground-breaking ceremony, which was con- 
ducted by Bishop Huston. An appropriation by the Na- 
tional Council from undesignated legacies provides 
largely for this first unit of mission buildings, to be 
followed as soon as possible with a church and a rec- 
tory. 

The Rev. Dr. Herbert H. Gowen, professor of Ori- 
ental languages in the University of Washington, au- 
thor of learned and fascinating books and priest in 
charge of St. Barnabas Mission, started this Japanese 
Mission twenty-five years ago. 


Most of the farmers in the Japanese colony in the 
White River Valley are Buddhists and when that 
church’s former missionary, a Japanese clergyman, 
died there some months ago the Diocese thought per- 
haps the Buddhists would take the opportunity to se- 
cure a teacher of their own faith but instead they 
asked for another Christian teacher for their children. 


A Fiftieth Anniversary in Honolulu 


Bishop Restarick on Trinity Sunday observed the 
fiftieth anniversary of his ordination to the priesthood. 
He was the first American Bishop of the District of 
Honolulu, from 1902 to 1920, following two English 
bishops. Though retired, he is still active as editor of 


Bishop Littell’s lively and informing diocesan paper, 


the “Hawaiian Church Chronicle.” 


Church Properties Fire Insurance Corporation 


The annual reported—dated January 1—just issued, 
shows that $42,500,000 insurance has been written on 
Episcopal church and institutional properties, with to- 
tal premiums of $580,900. Losses total $19,000. One 
hundred and fifty-two churches and Episcopal institu- 
tions in California have placed their insurance with 
this corporation. Like its prototype, the Ecclesiastical 
Insurance Commission of Great Britain, the corpora- 
tion is a non-profit organization and the insurers will 
be the sole beneficiaries. 


Token of Friendship Sent to Philippine Islands 


From St. Anne’s Mission, Besao: “The young people 
of the Church of the Advent, San Francisco, by their 


own efforts raised the money to buy us a beautiful 
ciborium, which arrived in March. Anyone acquainted 
with our method of giving communion will appreciate 
what a great convenience this new gift has proven and 
how much we value it as the splendid token of friend- 
ship from a group we have never seen.” 


Two New Buildings in Nevada 


From that unique paper, “The Desert Churchman,” 
we learn of two new buildings. Bishop Jenkins writes: 
“On May 20 we opened the new Mission of St. Anne at 
Fort McDermitt with a celebration of the Eucharist 
and then later in the morning blessed the chapel and 
the house. On June 12 we laid the cornerstone of the 
new church at Boulder City at 9:00 a. m.” 

Another paragraph reads: “The name of the new 
mission at Wells is St. Barnabas. Our hope is to have 
a modest chapel with living quarters there this fall and 
to put a deaconess in the field—$1800 would do it and 
the deaconess is available.”

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A Good Churchman 


(From the “Rector’s Column” of the Parish Messenger of 
Christ Church, Alameda) 


It is a compliment to be called a good churchman. If you 
wish to know how well you measure up to the standard you 
can judge yourselves by these marks of a good churchman. 

The churchman has a high regard for the Church. He be- 
lieves that Jesus Christ is the foundation stone of the struc- 
ture, not only conceiving it but founding it and supplying it 
continuously with guidance and power. It is the hand of God 
stretched out to His children for their help as they try to 
walk in the way that is pleasing to God. To the churchman 
the Church is a divine, not a human institution. 


The churchman is marked by his reverence. The name of 
God or of His Son is never used lightly or familiarly by him. 
Regarding the Church building as God’s particular dwelling 
place, his innate feeling makes for an attitude of decorum 
and godly restraint within its borders. His physical attitudes 
as he kneels in his prayers and stands in his praises are out- 
ward signs of a fine inner sense of appreciation of the 
majesty and mystery of God. 

To the churchman the service of the Church is of great 
importance, for the reason that worship, which carries the 
heart out to God in love and praise, is as real a part of 
religion as service. He, therefore, cares for the services 
which stress the sincerity and reality of the worship, where 
things are done decently and in order and where the beauty 
of selection and song and sequence endeavor to glorify God. 

The churchman has convictions of faith. He is not tossed 
about by every wind of doctrine, because he has a creed to 
which he ties. He is tolerant toward others and liberal in his 
interpretations of the articles of his faith but he does have 
something definite which he believes. 


The churchman has a crowning glory of loyalty. It is a 
sort of loyalty that is mingled with love. Once a churchman, 
always a churchman. He may wander but his loyalty will 
bring him back. He may forget but his love will revitalize 
his allegiance. His is the kind of loyalty that talks for the 
Church, gives to the Church and cares greatly for the 
Church’s whole distinctive approach to life. 


An Educational Creed 


The following educational creed, which is designed to 
meet the needs of the generation and at the same time pre- 
serve the eternal principles of the Christain faith—at once 
orthodox and liberal, devout, tolerant and universal—has 
been adopted by the Department of Education of the Na- 
tional Council of the Episcopal Church: 


Christian Religious Education seeks to present funda- 
mental theological, moral and spiritual truths in such a way 
that they may become inwrought as actual experiences in 
the lives of all sorts and conditions of men. To this end we 
seek to employ scientifically sound methods; not relying 
upon compulsion, competition and mere rote learning. Our 
objective is to make the religion of the individual an or- 
ganic part of his daily living, interpreting and fructifying 
all his activities. It is our purpose not to impose religion 
from without but to evoke it from within, arousing the in- 
nate religious faculty which is the divine heritage of every 
human being. Religion so evoked will not only withstand the 
shocks of skepticism and materialism but in spite of them 
will grow constantly throughout life as no mere verbal be- 
lief could ever do. We hold that the great need of the day is 
a living, personal experience of Jesus Christ and a whole- 


hearted commitment to His cause. Such re::gious education 
implies: 

1. Communion with God and continual re-dedication to 
His will. 

2. Allegiance to the Church as the instrument for the 
building of the Kingdom of God. 

3. Willingness to seek truth, with reverence and without 
fear. 

4. Respect for personality, enabling us to meet in Christ’s 
spirit of love people of all ages and of all social, racial and 
religious traditions. 

5. A continuous effort to interpret the eternal principles 
of Christianity in terms of contemporary thought and to 
make them effective in contemporary life. 

6. Continuous growth toward Christ-like character.
